THE ‘NAVAL DEMONSTRATION. 

The old sea-port of Dulcigno, which three 
hundred years ago was a nest of pirates, who 
preyed at will upon the merchant vessels . of 
the Adriatic, and occasionally made auda- 
cious forays upon the Greek and Italian 
coasts, is at the present moment a less im- 
portant: town than when it fell into the 


hands of the Turks, in 1671.. It is not, in- 


deed, quite the same town, for when Suxi- 
Man Pasha burned the whole fleet of the 
harbor, pirates and traders together, the 
prosperity of old Dulcigno crumbled away, 
and in time anew city grew up, a little fur- 
ther inland than the old site. This is the 
place: which the Porte has promised to cede 
to Montenegro, and in front of which the 
much-talked-of naval demonstration by the. 
combined fleet of the six great powers will 
soon take place: Dulcigno has once already 
been in the hands of the Black Mountaineers. 
They captured the place from. the .Turks in 
1878, and the conquerors and the conquered 
seem to have got on very well together till, 
at the Congress of Berlin, Austria secured 
the consent of the powers to an arrangement 


between Montenegro and Turkey by which | these 
the former was to surrender.

AMERICAN BISHOPS. 


The approaching General Convention of 
the Episcopal Church in this City calls at- 
tention’ anew .to the position in which this 
organization stands toward the religious pub- 
lic “Its' difficulties have seemed to be two: 
fold. It has been too anxious to foliow Eng- 
lish precedent, and, again, it has not been 
democratic. enough for the American peo- 
ple. The English Church is the . catholic 
church in England, but no such geographi- 
cal. claim’ can be made for the Angiican 
Church in this country. Here the Roman 
and> the. English Churches have the utmost 
freedom,-and that Church wins most which 
is most on the side of the people, and is able 
to do most for them. . It is here that what is 
known as the Episcopal Church has often 
been’ unfortunate both in its leaders and in 
its outreaching. The American Bishop has 
sought to surround himself with what 
makes Yor the importance of his position as 

an ecclesiastical official; and has been pattern- 
ing after whatig rapidly becoming a thing 
of the past—the nial Bishop of England 
and: has forgotten that he isa prelate under 
immensely changed social conditions, . There 
is“no ‘atmosphere for ‘mere prelacy in 
‘America, and it is not’ likely that 
there ever will be. We are not saying that 

these Protestant Bishops have unduly lusted 
after.the fiesh-pots of Egypt, but it is mani- 
fest that the ideal-episcopate in their minds 
must miore or’ less reflect the English types 
which. .are always before them. On the 
other hand, partly from religious training, 
partly. .as..the. outgrowth of our political 
ideas, the; general public are unable to 
enter into the purely Episcopal idea. The 


‘Bishop among ‘us does not havea genial at- 


mosphere for the discharge of the duties of 
his office. It is the man in the Bishop, not 


the Bishop in theman, that carries weight.

strictly accountable than heretofore. The 
of.

right things which are wrong, but men like 
Dr. Lrrrirsonx not unfrequently go to the 
other extreme and substantiate the claims of 
Cardinal pp Bonnecuosr—‘“‘My clergy is 
my regiment; when I say ‘March,’. it 
marches’’-—creating a atate of things utterly 
hostile to. individual work and freedom of 
thought.’ It looks as if safety was in the di- 
rection of limiting men like the able Bishop 
of Long Island by constitutiong! checks, 
rather than by. allowing them larger autono- 
my.. It takes a large heart to control a large 
brain, and. the best of men need checks even 
when their intentions are right. The Epis- 
copal Church seems to be at the moment re- 
vising” its. estimate of the Episcopate 
as-.an office, and questioning how 
its working efficiency _ may be in- 
ereased; how it can be Americanized with- 
out losing its prestige, how the Bishop can 
gain his ascendency without losing the con- 
fidence of the people, how the utility of the 
office may ‘win respect where its full authori- 
ty is not conceded. \It would seem that the 
time had now come when the Bishops might 
be obliged to act with a greater sense of re- 
sponsibility for their clergy, and when. the 
people might learn anew a proper respect for 
those in authority. The office of a Bishop 
is: ‘to-day on trial; probably without. and 
within the communion where they exist 
no- office is the maior of severer or more 
unjust censure, it would seem ag if tne Epis- 
copal Church ‘hed ‘at Iength reached the 
point ~where there was some demand that 
whatever claims it makea for Episcopacy as 
a method of ecclesiastical government should 
be tested after a utilitarian fashion. Its an- 
tiquity; its authority, go for nothing, unless 
it has constructive power in bringing Chris- 

tianity.into close relations with’ the people. 

This communion may continue forever to be 
simply a. respectable. Christian body in 
America, but it is more and: more-¢evident in 
the grind of spiritual forces <hat ‘it contains 
conservative elements which may be of the 
highest value to Protestant Christianity. Its 
growth is something beyond a point of de- 


‘nominational interest; it means the advance- 


ment of the best elements in American s0- 
ciety and life. It is for this reason, as much 
as for other reasons, that there is a. demand 
for Bishops who are thoroughly American 
not more in their personal than in their éc- 
clesiastical life, who-put the thrill of genuine 
manhood into the whole range of their spir- 
itual activity: The people who: believe in 
Bishops as'a part of their church polity are 
hardly more interested than’ others in the 
growth of a class of American ecclesiastics 
‘who are as thorough-going and fearless in 
their work as the present English Bishop of 
Manchester, Dr. Fraser, and who. carry 
into. modern life the same loyalty, breadth, 
and zeal. The distinctively American Bish- 
opis it present the object of search. . 
a 
PARISIAN CRIME. 

While we cannot,.as true patriots; admit 
that Paris is larger, cleaner, or better gov- 
erned than New-York, or that it has any 
buildings to be compared in beauty of arch- 
itecture with the Zridune or the Western 
Union ‘Building, we may concede that in 
point of crime Paris has,in certain direc- 
tions, fairly surpassed. our Metropolis:

plumbers, The ‘French’ plumber, when he 


saw the helpless drunkard, went back to his 
shop for his tools, atid from. the 
with which he ‘found his paint-pot and 
brush we-can assume ‘that they were con- 
stantly kept in readiness for use. We can 
hardly exaggerate the destruction which 
‘would be wrought in this City were the 
plumbers to be in the habit of painting as 
well as plumbing... The injury which they 
would inflict upon carpets and walls would 
be enormous, and their bills-wonld rival the 


best. efforts of lawyers saree settling 
an. estate. 


Furthermore, the Parisian tragedy proves 


that. such is the terrorism exercised by the 
French plumbers that no jury ventures to 
convict them, even caught red-lianded, or, at 
all events, with pots of red paint in their 
hands, It was conclusively proved that the 
plumber who painted the drunkard had re- 
ceived no previous provocation, and that he 
had also kicked. a well-meaning though by no 
means cautious young man.to death. In 
spite of the Igwiessness, which we are so 
often told characterizes our City, no one im- 
agines that: a New-York jury would have 
been afraid to convict painting and murder- 
ous plumber. Over private citizens who 
have the misfortune to own = houses our 
plumbers terrorize in « manner that might 
cause angels to. weep, but’ when a plumber 
is brought before,a court, justice is dealt qut 
to him with: unflinching severity, and with- 
out the slightest;fear of what he or his fellow- 
criminals may do. There is, apparently, a 
reign of terror in Paris which secures im- 
munity to plumbers, and the recent judicial 
decision establishes the’ precedent that any 
man who interferes with a plumber in order 
to prevent the commission of a job does so 
at his peril, and will not be avenged by the 
law if. he falls a victim to the infuriated 
passions of.the criminal. 

We may thus console ourselves with the 
thought: that Paris isin afar worse condi- 
tion in respect to plumbers than we are, 
Very-possibly our plumbers: will grow bold- 
er and more skillful with years of comipara- 
tive impunity. Possibly. during: the ap- 
proaching Winter; which promises tobe 
one of unusual severity, affording frequent 
opportunities for plumbing, we shall*hear of 
more and bolder: jobs than we have ever yet 
heard of, but in any event wecan comfort 
ourselves by thinking of the:sufferings of the 
Parisian householders,-and’ reflect that our 
condition might be vastly, worse, than it is,
